But, in everyday life, Peter no- 
ticed his hearing getting worse. 

“If the washing machine beeps, 
my wife might look at me and say: 
‘Didn’t you hear it has ended?’ 

“Some men will say not hearing 
a sound like that is a kind of posi- 
tive,” he jokes. 

Peter also suffers with frequent 
nosebleeds, and when seeing a 
specialist about this long-stand- 
ing issue two years ago, they sug- 
gested doing a hearing test too. 

He says: “These showed in both 
ears I couldn’t hear those high- 
frequency sounds, and I wasn’t 
far off needing hearing aids.” 

While speaking in public re- 
cently his deteriorating hearing 
really hit home. So in May, Peter 
went to a hearing centre in 
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Copenhagen, where he 
lives, and was fitted with 
discreet hearing aids. 

He says: "There's 
always been a stigma 
about wearing hear- 
ing aids as a sign 
of you being 

old, and I've 

been guilty 
of thinking 
ù | that as 
well. 
“Forget 
about what 
people think 
about hearing 
aids” 
Peter is now heading a 
Boots Hearing Care campaign 
to highlight the stigma around 
hearing loss and hearing aids. 

Nearly a fifth of people admit 
they have hearing loss but don’t 
wear a hearing aid. 

Peter says he found the hearing 
aids a bit “itchy” at first, but he 
tries to wear them as much as 
possible. 

And when England play 
Denmark at the Euros next week, 
Peter will have an earpiece link- 
ing him to the studio while he is 
commentating pitch-side. 

“My wife is now enjoying not 
having to repeat everything,” says 
Peter. 

“Things are much better now.”

Plus, if he didn’t insist on 
doing it the hard way, there 
wouldn’t be a show. 
He may have also taken 
this into consideration. 
Hence previous episodes 
have seen him and Nancy visit 
London (to see the Peregrine 
Falcon), Derbyshire (the Dipper), 
Northern Ireland (Puffin), 
North Wales (Black Grouse) 
and Scotland (Crested Tit, 
if you must know).

Southgate’s new “Golden 
Generation’ is worth a staggering 
£1.05BN - and has four 
players valued at more than 
€100m (£84.26m). 

Real Madrid superstar Jude 
Bellingham is the most expensive 
star at £120m, while Phil Foden, 
captain Harry Kane and Bukayo 
Saka are all in the world's gå 
top 10 highest values. 

It shows why England are 
seen as the tournament favourites 
by most bookies and Southgate is 
under pressure to deliver with his 
star-studded squad. 

The figures are provided by ETV 
(Estimated Transfer Value), a mar- 
ket-leading transfer valuation al- 
gorithm designed and developed 
by Dutch data company SciSports. 

The system is already used by 30 
top European clubs and takes into 
account performance, age and 
contract length. They have valued 
more than 240,000 players in more 
than 250 leagues worldwide. 

France | superstar Kylian 
Mbappe is the world's most valu- 
able player at £130m after his 
move to Real Madrid but, despite 
that, France's total squad value 
of £904m is well behind England. 

There are three other stars 
figuring at the Euros in the world's 
top 10 - Germany pair Jamal 
Musiala (£99m) and Kai Havertz 
(£77m) and France midfielder 
Eduardo Camavinga (£82m). 

Paul Macdonald of 
FootballTransfers, who played a 
key role in developing the ETV 
algorithm, said the values are 
bound to create debate.
